in America. We have always been 
opposed to thai group of professional 
educators who advocate federal sub- 
sidization and control of local schools 
through a vastly expanded federal 
education department with a mem- 
ber in the president's cabinet. 


But 
economic pressure long ago 


put the "heat" on the schools. 


Long-time readers 
of this paper 


will recall thai many years ago we 
began advocating adoption of a stale 
sales tax as an emergency measure 
to plug the holes left in the school 
treasury by the declining land lax. 


It was our belief thai certain de- 


finite and irrevocable economic trends 
made this necessary. And events have 
proved we were correct . . . . High- 
ways are steadily taking revenue away 
from the railroads. Tlie schools de- 
pend heavily on Ihc railroads for lax 
support—but there is no alternative 
school tax on highway traffic to re- 
place the prospective loss of rail- 
road taxes. Should the federal gov- 
ernment tomorrow take over the rail- 
roads—and the government DID take 
them over in World War No. 1—lbc 
schools would face an 
irreparable 


loss. But the state sales tax does 
provide an offset against this cmer- 
finncy to the exlenl of several mil- 
lion dollars,

Transportation taxes are just one 


factor in the school picture, no feature 
of which might be called optimistic. 


As regards the specific case of the

citizen must be pushed lo Ihc con- 
clusion that the federal government 
will have to make some revenue ad- 
justment. 


The Washington district, for 
in- 


stance, has a bond issue outstanding. 
The government condemns much farm 
land in the district, pays off the pri- 
vate landowners—but leaves the dis- 
tricl "holding Ihe bag" on Ihc bond 
issue. On this clear-cut issue I un- 
derstand the government may have 
to "pay off," iit least on a pro-rala 
share of the bond issue. It is re- 
ported thai in a similar case in In- 
diana the local district held the gov- 
ernment's feet lo Ihe fire and made 
it take over part of the bond 
sue.

But there is no provision in federal' 


law at present for regular payment [ 
of federal funds lo make up for Ihe' 
lax revenue losl to local districts, 
which revenue may he the difference 
between schools operating and schools 
closed. 


It is probable some such aid will 


be advocated soon in congress, 
but 


in the meantime there will have to 
!)'• a thorough-going study of school 
needs in northern Hempslcad, and 
.'.•omc drastic consolidations made at 
once. 


This is an emergency. 
The theory in federal law is that 


pouring millions of dollars into the 
Proving Ground will offset any pro- 
perty tax revenue losl by reason of 
land condemnations. This will be true 
as regards the whole county. 


But since Hempslcad counly is not 


in one single big school district—and 
is not likely to be— this theory breaks 
down when applied to specific local' 
districts such as Washington and Ozan. 


There will probably have lo be

British Forces 
in Retreat on 
Libyan Front 


Command Asserts 
Offensive Move 
fro Find Oufr 
Strength of Axis

Gcnnnny and Italy reported Wed- 


nesday a "complete victory" in smash- 
ing 
a 
British 
counter-offensive 
in 


Libya after a three-day hattlc aruond 
the Salum sector. 


"The enemy is retreating," a Ger- 


man communique said. 


An Italian bulletin said the British 


liad thrown large masses of tanks, 
supported by the best part of the 
Middle East air force, into the con- 
flict "only to be crushed by 
the 


Axis counlcr-iiUack." 


The British Middle East command 


said that British forces, which had 
knifed as far as 40 miles in some 
places into Libya, had 'withdrawn to 
"forward 
positions on the Libyan 


frontier." 


Buck at Beginning 


This was take possibly to mean they 


had fallen back to the original posi- 
tions from 
which the counter of- 


fensive bad started. 


The high command said the British 


had withdrawn to avoid encirclement 
by German reinforcements, 
rushed 


from the Tobruk area, "because we 
had accomplished our object by find- 
ing out the strength of the Axis 
forces." 


Stefani, official Italian news agency, 


said the British used hundreds of 
American-made tanks, mostly of the 
new type known as "Mark Two". 
The agency also said the British used 
strong forces of motorized troops and 
artillery, and air force. 


The capture of several hundred Ger- 


man prisoners and the destruction 
of much equipment was reported by 
the British. 


The Fascist high command 
said 


General 
Wavell's 
counter-offensive 


had been broken, wtih British troops 
retreating under heavy fire. The com- 
munique asserted that severe losses 
were inflicted and that "the battle 
was ended." 


Claim Fort Cnpuzzo 


Reports from London said British 


forces had captured Fort Capuzzo, 
inside 
the Libyan 
frontier 
across 


from Egypt, but admitted they en- 
countered serious opposition. 


In Berlin German sources said the 


British attempt to drive into Libya 
had been stopped with sever losses in- 
flicted. 


The Nazi bulletin pictured the Bri- 


tish offensive as an attempt to res- 
cue the seigc-bound garrison at To- 
bruk, 80 miles inside Libya, where 
British forces have been encircled for 
weeks. 


It was said that Gen. Wavell had 


thrown large panzer reserves into 
the battle and reported heavy fighting 
raged cast of Salum.

Full-Page Map of Proving 
Ground in The Star Today 


A full-page map of the location of the War Department's 


new Proving Ground in northern Hempstead county appears in 
today s Star. 


Drawn for The Star by I. H. Brummett of Hope, the map 


is based on a preliminary draft furnished the newspaper by 
Senator Lloyd Spencer and released by the War Department 
for publication. 


I here may be some variation in the boundary lines as 


finally determined, for the Army engineers have not yet 
completed what is known as the "detail map." 
But today's 


published map is accurate to within a mile on any boundary 
line, in the opinion of officials. 


Possible future changes may be these: The engineers may 


have to move the southern boundary of the Proving Ground 
a mile nearer Hope. On this end of the field will be located 
the permanent buildings and military airport. Moving the 
southern boundary nearer Hope might require a slight reloca- 
tion of the Blevins highway as it approaches Hope. 


The other possible changes are the moving of the Proving 


Ground a few hundred yards away from the town of Ozan 
which it actually touches on the tentative draff and north- 
ward extension of the Proving Ground to actually touch but 
not cross, Highway 24, which it nearly reaches at present'

Wednesday said rearrangement of ship 
tanker services had been made to in- 
crease the Atlanlic supply by 210 
million gallons annually. 


After a conference with the Sun 


and Standard oil company of Cali- 
fornia, Ickes said he made a recom- 
mendation whereby 3 huge tankers, 
now engaged on routes between Cali- 
fornia and eastern ports, would run 
from Gulfport to the easl coast. 


Ickes emphasized that the increase 


did not greatly lessen the danger of a 
shortage in the area "where restric- 
tion on the use of automobiles is 
imminent." 


He added that many steps may have

Reveals Why 
We Have Wars 


Anthropology Is 
Secret Says Dr. 
Ruth Benedict

NEW YORK-A Blackfoot Indiun 


stiuaw swinging her papoose on her 
back. A Polynesian reciting his fnm- 
ily tree. An African negro hunting 
lions. 


They seem almost as fnr apart os 


tho poles. Yet a far-seeing woman 
professor of anthropology—1>. Ruth 
Benedict of Columbia 
University— 


linked them together in one of the 
twentieth century's outstanding con- 
tributions to the study of the science 
of man — a study she hopes will play 
a part in solving such modern prob- 
lems as dictatorships and wars. 


When Dr. Benedict—the wife of n 


New York professor who has since 
died—began her study at Columbia in 
the turbulent twenties, anthropoligists 
were concentrating their investigations 
on the forn\al institutions of tribes — 
families, religions, economics and such. 
Then they recorded the findings by 
tribes. 


Why History Repeats 


Mrs. Benedict launched the iclen of 


studying how man behaved within the 
framework of his institutions, and of 
comparing the behaviors of tribes. She 
reasoned: Find out how a mim nets 
when he worships, earns his bread 
and courts his mate, nnd you have the 
answer to a lot of questions. 


"We think mankind has to meet ex- 


traordinarily 
difficult 
problems to- 


day," she told me. "But we are wrong 
in thinking our dilemmas come from 
fate or that we have been betrayed 
down a long bad road. Our great dil- 
emmas are all to be found in an- 
thropology's test tubes. 
There you 


find 
dictators, 
warfare, 
economic 


scrambles. Things have happened over 
and over again. By some arrange- 
ments men have lost out—even killed 
themselves off. By others they have 
conquered the difficulty. 


"When we consider the problem of 


dictators, 
for 
instance, our 
study 


shows us this: Dictators can arise on- 
ly whore there is economic or matri- 
monial competition; where one group 
must get desired things at the expense 
o fanother. In a dictator society there 
are always purges and violence nnd 
almost invariably the gcstapo kills off 
the dictator. But dictatorships can be 
prevented by the defense of civil lib- 
erties. 


She Lived With Indians 


"Another point: 
We are always 


hearing that one thing or another—the 
centralization of power for example— 
will ruin society. We can look into 
one of anthropology's test tubes and 
see whether that cry is based on truth 
or is simply a red herring drawn 
across the trail." 


Dr. Benedict, whose ancestors fought 


in 
tho 
American 
Revolution, 
has 


delved deep into the study of Amer- 
ican Indian tribes. She investigated 


the ceremony and mythology of the 
Zunls In New Mexico, the economics 
of the 
Blackfeet 
In 
Canada, 
the 


Apaches in New Mexico and the PimM 
Is Arizona. She lived with them TO 
their teepees; danced their ceremon- 
ial dances. 


She trained Columbia University 


Students who made trips to So 
America, Africa and to South 
Islands for the- study of human 
havlor. 


Her years of research have born 


fruit in two books—"Patterns of Cul- 
ture" and "Race; Science nnd Politics." 
The first brings out the Idea that every 
tribal culture has a definite patterning, 
such as rugged individualism or tke 
subordination of the individual to the 
stale. These pnllcrnings allow some 
kinds of behavior and 
discourage 


others, and are reflected throughout 
the tribe's family life, religion and 
work,
